***** *1* months, 214 classes In sixty-eight courses were 

cc*xh»cted Internally. The average weekly enrolhuetk was 52-i. In 
addition 65$ employees were approved for training at external fe ci h - 
Urn, both Government and private. Off-duty language training pro- 
vided for an average of 2?S employees each week. The training 
consisted of 146 classes in a total at seventeen foreign languages . 

2. The language anti Area Echoed has continued to broaden its 
scope of activities In line with the jyterfraged. emphasis on language 
training. Written examinations tor i , 486 persons have been given ir 
thirty-five: languages, and 822 oral lasts have been conducts^ in ala a- 
teen languages. Monetary awards of $82. 760 for about 700 personnel 
we re gr anted for those who achieved and maintained designated levei & 
of proficiency in selected c rit i c al languages. A continuing problem ia 
the /aagu&ge pragr^i is dm inability erf supervisory personnel to ass gn 
people to the program because of pier operational sommitiaatus, eve . 
though they desire that the specific language competence of their pet - 
sonnel be increased. 

3. Although the level of foruiai training designed to meet the 

reqtaremunis of the Clandestine Sendees has remained about the same, 
si gnific an t achievements have been made at the Fleki Training base in 
the audio surveillanc e and audio c ountermeasures courses. An mcranaed 
number of deep covm trainees have received action train! ng 

which is improving as a result of more ef fective i nstructional .echmqie 
and the use of better equipment . Twenty training projects wain 
siitiy trainees have bean completed by the Operations School. During 
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the reporting period fifty-nine deep ©over staff personnel in fifty -two 
separate projects also have received instruction and training. In 
addition, special training has been offered far various components oi 
the Department of Defense. The first course on Covad Evasion and 
Escape was attended by nineteen officers representing the Array, Navi , 
Marines, and Air Force. The second program. Clandestine Field 
Activities, was attended by seven officers assigned by the higher 
echelons of the Department, of Defense. Specialised programs were 
also presented at Headquarters to the members of the Foreign l arvice 
Inspection Corps and Foreign Service Officers of the Department of 
State. 


4. The overseas staff, charged with the responsibility cf pro- 
viding support to overseas training activities, has completed eight 
studios, four of which have been published in book form. The staff 
aiao provided the Clandestine Services with some 2,000 items select! 4 
for their applicability to specific overseas training requirement a. 


5. v.'ith respect to intelligence and clerical training, a icw 
course in Intelligence Research Techniques is being offered for ana- 
lysts. Several new courses in management are being planned. They 
will be workshops and seminars and will deal with specific problems 
of management in largo organisations. Clerical training wee conduct* i 
ad as accelerated pace and a series erf new courses for professional 
personnel were well attended. Over 1,000 people enrolled in clerical 
training courses dialog the reporting period. In addition, various 
intelligences briefings were given to career personnel from friendly 
intelligence services and to various intelligence personnel within 
the U. 8. intelligence community . 


6, The staff of thu fchool of International Communism, .in keep ire. 
with its basic mission, has presented communism courses to 320 Agency 
students. Although this is an over-all numerical reduction in the number 


that attended earlier courses, the staff has contributed an increased 
amount of time to tutorial training and has partial- 25X1 A 
pated in non-Agency programs, including presentations to the Departmca- 
of Defense, Department of State, and other Governmental agencies .
